We will depart fap Seu YZ /C to day and leave Mr. 
i Z®eeng here to try t nvert one or two capitalists. 
This if met with suécess! hay result in raising $100,000. 
With reference to the place Si Seu \'\7>. we learn that d 
the Ghamber of Gommerse there has the intention of supporting ue. 
Judging from this we have reasons to believe that in Java 
and other ports although big capitalists will npt open their 
purse about $100,000 will be raised. But we are unable to 
know exactly until’ we arriwe there. In short during our 
visit this time to the south in the British and Dutch 
Colonies we can raise #180,000 in a month's time. 
If in Shanghai and on other parts a risi: takes place 
we can foresee that the sontributions will come

Since we left you we have not yet been favoured with your 
mows from the interior which we regret. We hope that on 
receiving this letter you will send us a telegram. 

Perhaps, if you order us to return it may help in awakening 
the people and arousing them to find others to replace us. 
The contributions raised in British Golonmies will be sent 
to Shanghai while the money raised in Dutch Golories will 
be sent to Tokio. 

As you always commmicate with those in fokio you must 
know all about it. Simcoe our movemenys are uncertain 
we cannot tell you all we desire to say. EBxrcouse us.
